I have the honour to submit the following as my Report on 
the Condition and Operation of the Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools in Ireland during the year ending 31st December, 1885. 
It shows the condition and progress of the Institutions estab- 
lished under the provisions of the statutes, 31 and 32 Vie., cap. 59, 
and 31 Vie., cap. 25. 

The Statistical Tables annexed contain a summary of Receipts 
and Expenditure in Reformatory and Industrial Schools in Ireland, 
during the year ending 31st December, 18S5, have been compiled 
from returns furnished by the Managers of the schools, and are 
verified as far as practicable from reports by Governors of Irish 
Prisons, and from other sources.

Education. EDUCATIONAL STATUS. 

Eighty-three boys, or 57 per cent., and 8 girls, or 4-4 per cent., 
committed to Reformatory Schools in 1885 were totally un- 
educated. In 1884 the per-centage was 47 per cent, of boys and 
SO of girls. These figures show the necessity which exists for 
adequate scholastic teaching of young offenders in Reformatory 
Schools. 

Managers of Reformatory Schools in Ireland, in their endeavour 
to impart efficient scholastic instruction to the pupils in their 
schools, do not enjoy the same advantages which similar institu- 
tions in Great Britain possess. The matter was fully gone into 
by the Royal Commission, and it is hoped that their recommend- 
ations will be carried out. 



Technical Education. 

In my former reports I have endeavoured to show that the in- 
struction in the trades department of a Reformatory should be 
of a high order, and the machinery and tools of the newest and 
most improved description, so that the training of the pupils 
whose term is limited by the Act to five years may be of a high 
class. I regret, however, to observe that 1 still sometimes find on 
my inspections, young boys knitting stockings, washing,, and at 
like unproductive work, by which they cannot earn their bread 
when they leave the School. 

The teaching in the schools for girls has always been very prac- 
tical, and the results obtained most satisfactory, hence a large pro- 
portion of the inmates easily obtain employment after discharge 
and follow in afterlife the trades learned while in the schools. 

Licences from Reformatories. 

xrom Kefor- 

uuitoru™. j n or( j er |, 0 make provision for the due care and protection of 
young offenders after discharge, managers are authorized under 
the 26th section of the Act SI & 32 Vic., cap. 59, to licence out 
such persons on the expiration of one-half of the term of their 
detention ; and the 27th section enables the inmates to he after- 
wards apprenticed to “ a trade, calling, or service.” 
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In England an allowance o£ 2s. per week for the first thirteen Allowances 
weeks, and Is. per week for the next 26 weeks, after the liberation 
of the young person from the reformatory, was sanctioned by the no t in 
Treasury in 1877, as is stated “ for the purpose of meeting to some Ireland, 
extent the cost of the necessary supervision of the children after 
liberation from the reformatories.” 

This allowance should be granted to Managers in Ireland to 
facilitate the placing out of children at trades and in workshops, 
but the amount should be applied solely for the benefit of the 
children so licensed.

From the above it appears that 40 young offenders emigrated in 
1885 on discharge from the Schools, the corresponding number in 
1884 being 52. Five boys went to sea in 1884, and 3 in 1885. 
In 1885 10 boys enlisted, and 20 in 1884. 

Deaths. 

No deaths occurred in any of the Reformatory Schools during the 
year, but one boy on 1 icence was accidentally killed by a fall from 
a house, and two other boys also on licence died of consumption. 



Admissions and Discharges. 

The total admissions to Reformatory Schools since the passing 
of the Act in 1858, up to 31st December, 1885 (excluding transfers 
from one school to another), amounted to 6,348, viz., 5,161 of 
boys, and 1,187 of girls. 

The total discharges during the same period were 5,283, viz, 
4,253 of boys, and 1,030 of girls. 

The modes of disposal of the foregoing juveniles discharged 
during the period which has elapsed since the passing of the

Results Past Three Years. 1882-83-84. 

The results of the discharges during the years 1882-83-84 were 
as follows : — 

The number discharged during the above three years was 851, 
viz. — 686 boys ; 165 girls. 

Since their discharge 11 boys and 3 girls died ; leaving 675 boys 
and 162 girls to be reported on.

The above table shows that of the 105 girls discharged from 
the Irish Reformatory Schools during 1882-83-84, only 10 were 
lost sight of by the respective managers of the Reformatories. 
Only 1 1 individuals are stated to have been re-convicted of crime, 
during 1885, and seven others were of doubtful character. Such 
results, which I believe to be correct, show the supervision exer- 
cised over the conduct of the young offenders discharged from the 
schools. 

From 1st January, 1877, up to the 1st January, 183. r there has 
been but one female convict under sentence of penal servitude 
in Ireland who had previously been in a Reformatory School. 

There are at present only eighty-one females in convict prisons 
in all Ireland, whereas, in 1865, they numbered 504.

Some of the offenders mentioned in the above table were dis- 
charged from the reformatory schools so far back as 1862. This 
return shows but 6 females convicted of offences against property. 

It is worthy of note that a large proportion (66 per cent.) of 
the above re-convictions were for drunkenness and assaults, 
whereas only 23 per cent, were re-convicted of larceny. 

Many of the commitments were for offences of a comparatively 
trifling nature, or of a character not indicating criminal tendency. 

When considering the subject of relapses of young offenders, 
the large numbers which have passed through the institutions 
must be taken into account.

The number of adults committed to prison in 1885 was 6,999 
or 25 per cent, greater than in 1872, whereas the juveniles de- 
creased by 593, or 44 per cent. 

The small proportion of young offenders, especially females, 
under 16 years of age committed to gaols is very satisfactory as 
contrasted with the condition of the young criminal population 
before the passing of the Reformatory and Industrial Schools Acts.

The above return snows tear tne wuu receipt* uuc uwauwu- 
ance of Reformatory Schools in Ireland amounted to £25,697 3s. Qd. 
in 1885, of which sum £16,231 3s. Id. was contributed out of 
Treasury vote, and £7,499 I7s.4c£. from local rates. (See table, p. 85). ^ 

The amount of voluntary subscriptions in 1885 was £411 9s. 5 cl., 
beino’ £39 18s. 9d. less than in previous year. The industrial ance in re- 
profits were £1,513 13s. 4d, being £56 18s. 9 d. less than in 1884. 

The average cost per head for maintenance, including rent, 
interest and disposal, was £23 15s. 8 d. for boys, and £27 3s. 8 d. 
for girls. 

The highest cost per head for boys was £27 Os. 9 of. (at Keho- 
both), the lowest £22 8s. 8 d. (Philipstown). _ 

The highest cost for girls was £33 14s. 3d. (Limerick), the 
lowest £23 18s. Id. (Monaghan). The high cost per head at 
Limerick is due to the large amount of interest paid on money 
borrowed. 

Industrial Schools. 

The number of certified Industrial Schools in Ireland on 31st 
December, 1884, was 64. One new school was certified during 
1885 for Roman Catholic boys at Clonmel, and the certificate of 
one for Protestant male children at Kerry House, Tralee, was 
resigned during the year. There were consequently 04 schools 
in Ireland certified under the Industrial Schools Act on the 31st

The Number of children actually in the schools on the 
31st December, 1885, was — boys, 2,664 ; girls, 3,991 ; total, 6,655 ; 

» The School for girls, and that for young boys at Killamey, although under the 
same management, have each a separate certificate. The one certified m 1869, the other 
in 1872. The children of each sex reside in buildings sufficiently aistant one from the other. 
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(being an increase of 207 boys and an increase of 152 girls on the 
previous year). Of these 26 boys and 261 girls (who were in excess 
of the limits fixed by the rules of each school), although sentenced 
by magistrates to detention in the schools, under the Industrial 
Schools Act, or else, being under six years of age, were not paid 
for out of the Treasury grant, and were supported by the managers 
from other sources, as voluntary inmates. The total number of 
inmates in Industrial Schools paid for out of the Treasury grant 
on 31st December, 1885, therefore amounted to 6,365, being an 
increase of 286 on previous year.

Educational Status. 

The Educational Status of young persons admitted year after 
year into Industrial Schools in Ireland plainly evinces the deplor- 
ably illiterate condition of the class of children from which the 
inmates of these institutions are taken.

when admitted, quite illiterate. The returns ol previous years are 
likewise evidence that the normal educational status of children 
sent to these institutions yearly deteriorates. Eifty-live per cent, 
of the children sent thereto in 1882 were quite illiterate. In 
1883 the percentage of those who could neither read nor write, 
when admitted, was 60, and in 1884 it was 01 per cent. 
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Under tlie circumstances I feel it my duty to repeat the obser- 
vations which I made in my report for 1885, as the subject is one 
of paramount importance. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties which the managers have to 
encounter in the instruction of these untrained minds, the evi- 
dence taken before the Royal Commission shows that the success 
of the teaching in the schools is very great. By referring 
to the evidence given before that Commission, by the Right 
Hon. Sir Patrick Keenan, in 1883, it will be seen that the 
pupils of the Irish Industrial Schools who have been examined, 
as if for results, by the Inspectors of the Board of Education, are 
conspicuous by their success at the results examinations. The 
percentage of promotions to higher classes being 75 -3 in the case 
of ordinary National School pupils, and 76*9 in Industrial School 
pupils, as will be seen by the following table which Sir Patrick 
Keenan handed in to the Royal Commission, and each year there 
is a still further improvement. See Appendix V., pages 120-1. 




The above table shows that the managers of the Industrial 
Schools, who have placed their institutions in connection with 
the Board of Education in Ireland, have submitted the results, of 
their instruction to a test which cannot be questioned, but which 
the Legislature does not enforce. It is greatly to be deplored that 
result fees are not paid for these children, as the schools are 
thus deprived of the advantages which the law awards to the 
most humble teacher in the country. Emulation is thus lost 
amono-st the pupils, and the veriest dunce undistinguishable 
from those who have been promoted to the highest classes. 
If the result payment were given the managers are quite willing 
that the money awarded for each should be placed to the credit of 
the children for their private use after discharge.. By. this 
arrangement a fund would be created for the most intelligent, 
according to their capabilities, which would greatly assist them 
in their future career. 

The National Board of Education has signified their willingness 
to undertake the inspection for results, and it is to be hoped that 
justice to these poor children will no longer be delayed. . 

The employment of properly qualified, instructors m such 
Institutions should lie insisted on. Teachers in workhouses are paid 
for by the State, both in England and Ireland, while Reformatory 
and industrial schools in Ireland, are excluded from the benefits 
of inspection, unless in such schools as have voluntarily placed 
themselves under the National Board.

The Royal Commission in their report call attention (p. 16), 
to the large proportion of criminals who are utterly illiterate, or 
who have only received an imperfect education. They observe : — 

“ c The want of education is a fruitful source of evil. Those who 
have acquired reading and writing have a great advantage in their 
superior fitness for an honest and industrious life, but their inclination 
for such a life is likely to be stronger, if their intellectual faculties have 
bosn further trained and latent tastes and powers developed by a suitable 
course of elementary training.’ For these reasons,” they add, “it is 
extremely important that the opportunity afforded by the committal to 
a reformatory or industrial school, should be used for the purpose of 
supplying the defects of the children’s previous elementary instruction, 
and turning them out as well prepared in respect of education as may 
be possible, under the difficulties of each particular case — such difficulties 
must be recognised. Those who teach children committed by the magis- 
trates and detained in the Schools by force of law have one great 
advantage over the teachers of similar children in ordinary schools, viz. : — 
the regularity of their pupils attending throughout the year.’ ” 

The Commissioners likewise (at p. 1 9) call attention to the successful 
working of the arrangement already tried to some extent in Ireland, for 
the transfer of the duty of educational inspection to the Education Depart- 
ment (Board of National Education), and the extension to the Reforma- 
tory and Industrial Schools under suitable regulations, of the privilege 
of earning a share of the educational grant. The Commissioners dwell 
at some length upon the disadvantages under which Managers of 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools in Great Britain labour in regard 
to literary education, but they add (p. 58) — “ In Ireland these disad- 
vantages are perhaps even greater. So far as elementary education is 
concerned there is practically no inspection on the part of any public 
department. There is but one Inspector for all the Reformatory and 
Industrial Schools in Ireland, and he frankly admits that he does not 
profess to undertake a regular educational examination or inspection of 
the children. The result is that the extent to which education is im- 
parted is left very much to the discretion of the managers and is tested 
merely by Inspectors from the different religious bodies to which the 
schools belong. The only departure from this practice appears to have 
arisen where the literary education of Industrial School children is carried 
on in connection with an ordinary National School. This arrangement 
which is peculiar to Ireland, was brought under our notice in several instan- 
ces, especially in regard to girls’ schools. A considerable number of the 
Industrial Schools for girls under the management of ladies belonging to 
the different R.C. sisterhoods are connected with ordinary National Schools 
under the same management, the Industrial School children attending 
the classes of the National School, and receiving exactly the same 
education as the extern children, with whom during school hours 
they are associated. No objection to this association appears ever to 
occur to the parents of the latter class, but we more than once heard a 
fear expressed lest the carefully attended Industrial School children 
should suffer from communication with the free children attending the 
common school. It appears that the pupils of 32 Industrial Schools 
attend National Schools, 27 of the schools being for girls, 4 for boys, 1 
for girls and young boys. In the course of last year (1882) there were 
on the rolls of these Industrial Schools 2,326 pupils, of these 2.222 
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were Tv. Catholics, and it appears from a return put in by Sir Patrick 
Keenan, that judging from the per-centage of passes the Industrial 
School children showed better results than those of the National Schools. 
In all these cases the children were inspected and examined by the 
Inspectors of the Irish Educational Department, but no educational 
crrants are made in regard to them either in result fees or otherwise. No 
inconvenience or disatisfaction appears to have arisen from this method 
of inspection, and the Commissioners state — “ We are of opinion that, in 
accordance with our recommendation for Great Britain, the Irish Refor- 
matory and Industrial Schools should be inspected in purely literary 
matters, by an Inspector under the Board of National Education in Ireland. 
Difficulties have been suggested to us as likely to arise from the fact that 
the large majority of the Irish Schools are under the management of 
religious brotherhoods and sisterhoods, and that the teachers are members 
of these different religious orders and might object to submit themselves to 
examination, and to become regular certified teachers. We do not see 
that there would be any necessity for insisting on this condition. W T o 
have no reason to believe that the present teaching is inefficient, and 
provided that it is tested and shown to be satisfactory, we do not think 
it necessary or desirable to .interfere with the arrangements of the 
different bodies who may carry it on ; but as the literary education, as 
well as the industrial training of the children, is paid for out of 
public funds, we are of opinion that it should be tested and reported on 
by some Inspector on behalf of the public. 

“ If the system of payment on results, which has worked so well in the 
ordinary National Schools, were extended to the cases of children com- 
mitted to Industrial Schools, we believe that all objections to educational 
inspection under the National Education Board would disappear, and 
that no difficulty would be found in working out the system. 

« Both Sir Patrick Keenan, the Resident Commissioner of the Board 
of National Education, and Sir John Lentaigne, affirmed their belief that 
the Board and the Chief Secretary’s department would work har- 
moniously in carrying out the necessary inspection; and Sir John 
Lentaigne, who is also a member of the Board, stated that he had 
frequently urged the adoption of this course.”

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The deaths amongst children under orders of detention in Deaths - 
Industrial Schools during the year numbered 80 (31 of boys and Table, 
49 of girls). The mortality was 58 in the preceding year. One p> 
of the boys, and 15 of the girls were on licence with their rela- 
tions at the time of their death. In addition to the above one 
girl who had been retained in school after expiration of sentence 
died of consumption during 1885. 

As in former years, the large majority of the deaths in Indus- 
trial Schools during 1885, was from scrofula and tuberculosis 
in their various phases. In that year 44 deaths were, from 
consumption ; besides, 7 died from various forms of lung disease, 

17 from brain disease, and 1 from disease of the heart. 

Only two deaths from zymotic disease (scarlatina) were reported 
during 1885. Four of the inmates were carried off by mesenteric 
diseases. One died from malignant tumour, one from ulcerated 
throat, and two from dropsy. One girl in Westport was acci- 
dentally drowned. 

The death rate in the schools in 1885 was one in every 84 of 
the inmates, being 11 per cent, of the total number of children. 

In 1884 it was 1 in every 108 of the children, or 0'92 per cent. 

Year after year I urged on managers the importance of taking 
proper precautions to prevent the spread of contagion, and the 
necessity of separating children suffering from infectious diseases 
from the other inmates. Overcrowding in dormitories and class 
rooms is a fruitful source of disease, and should be carefully 
avoided.

The Results of the working of Industrial Schools, as tested by 
the numbers reported on, are as follows : — 

Total number who left the schools during the three years 1882- 
83-84* was 3,266, viz., boys, 1,572 ; girls, 1,694*. 

Of these, 18 boys and 9 girls were committed to Reformatories 
84 boys and 117 girls died in the schools, 12 boys and 30 girls 
whose detention orders were deemed insufficient were discharged 
by the Chief Secretary ; 23.1 boys and 6 girls were transferred to 
other industrial schools, and 94 boys were discharged from the 
Summer-hill and Kerry Home Schools, the certificates of which 
were withdrawn. 

The total to be reported on up to 31st December, 1884, was 
therefore, 2,665, viz., 1,133 boys, 1,532 girls.

Cost per Head in 1885. 

In the hoys’ schools the cost per head, including rent, interest paid 
on loans and expenses of disposal, but omitting cost of buildings, 
land, &c., and profit or loss on industrial departments, ranged from 
£25 Os. 9 cl. at Kilmore, and £24 Is. 4 cl. at Milltown, Belfast, to 
£16 2s. 2 d at Fox Lodge. The average cost per head, in 13 
schools for grown boys, was £21 Is. Id 

The cost in the schools for young boys was £20 13s. 9d at 
Drogheda, £21 His. 7 d at Cappoquin, £20 0s. lid at Kilkenny, 
£18 3s. 9d at Passage West School, and £19 3s. 8d at Rathdrum 
School. 
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In the girls' schools the cost per head varied from £22 15s. 6 d. 
at Monaghan, and £22 14s. Lid. at Kilkenny, to £13 11s. 3 d. at 
Tipperary. The average cost per head in the 45 schools for girls 
was £18 11s. 9 d. 

In the Killarney schools for young boys and girls the cost was 
£18 7s. 8 d. 

Profit and Loss. 

In the boys’ schools the highest profits on industrial depart- 
ments were £4 4s. fid. per head at St. Nicholas’s, £2 9s. lid. at 
Meath, Blackrock, £2 Os. 8d. at Limerick, and £2 os. 8 d. at Green- 
mount. No profit or loss is shown in the Gibraltar ship, as 
the boys in it do not work for the public. There was a loss of 
£319 17s. 9d. at Milltown, Belfast, and of £95 Os. 8d. at 
Clonmel. The average profits in 9 schools for grown boys was 
£11 9s. 2d. 

In the girls’ schools the highest profits were £5 11s. Id. pet- 
head at Roscommon, £4 8s. 4d. at St. Vincent’s, Limerick, and 
£3 os. Id. at Deaconess’s Home at Ennis. Average profits in 
45 girls’ schools, £1 11s. 7 d. 

Receipts and Expenditure. 

At page 100 et post, Appendix IV., will be found the items of 
receipts and expenditure in each Industrial School in Ireland 
during 1SS5. 

The total receipts in 1885 were £127,190 2s. 1 Id., the expendi- 
ture £153,289 2s. towards which the Treasury contributed 
£80,7G5 15s. 3d., or more than one-half. The amount received 
from voluntary subscriptions was £3,732 16s. lOd. Industrial 
profits realized £9,931 2s. 4d„ and £30,099 13s. were con- 
tributed out of local rates by the Grand Juries of counties and 
boroughs in Ireland. (See table, page 119).

The preceding table shows that £571 12s. 5 d. was collected in 
1885 from parents and guardians of young offenders confined 
in Reformatory Schools, towards the reimbursement to the 
Treasury of the expenses of their maintenance in the schools. 

The young offenders in these schools on the 31st December, 
1885, numbered 969. At that time 6,365 children were inmates 
of Industrial Schools in Ireland, yet only £526 17s. 6d..was collected 
from their parents and relatives in that year, and in 1884 only 
£577 4s. lid. The same collectors were employed for both classes 
of schools. In the provinces, 20 per cent, is allowed to the Royal 
Irish Constabulary for collecting Parental Moneys and 25 per 
cent, is paid to two collectors in the Dublin district. 

The amount collected from parents of children in Reformatory 
Schools in 1885 was more by £25 19s. 4d. than in previous year, 
although the number of children in the Schools was less than 
in 1884. The amount collected from the parents of children in 
Industrial Schools was less by £50 7s. 5 d, than in 1884. 
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General Observations. 

This is the last Annual Report I shall make on the Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools (Ireland), as my advanced age, and the 
constantly increasing number of schools, now render it extremely 
difficult for me to carry out, unassisted, the duty of inspecting 
the institutions, many of which are in localities remote from rail- 
ways, and often necessitating my posting as much as forty miles. 

I regret much severing my official connexion from those with 
whom I have laboured so long, but it is a matter of great satis- 
faction to feel that the system which has so developed during the 
period I have been in office, has now taken firm root in this 
country, and that 1 leave the majority of these schools in a 
prosperous and effective condition, conducted on sound principles, 
and superintended by able and zealous managers, who have the 
welfare of the institutions sincerely at heart. 

After a service of thirty-two years I am naturally led to glance 
back and compare the past and present state of juvenile crime, 
and the retrospect is a pleasing one, both as regards the decrease 
in the amount of crime, and the mode of treatment of young 

offenders. . . 

In 1854, the year in which I was first appointed Director of 
Convict Prisons, Lord Palmerston introduced and carried the first 
Reformatory Act for Great Britain, but it was not extended to 
Ireland until four years later. The necessity for some such 
enactment was evident, as in the year 1853 so many as 12,238 
young offenders (males 8,888, females 3,350), under 16 yeais of 
a*’C were convicted and sentenced to imprisonment, or penal 
servitude in Ireland ; and of these 1,032 males, and 656 females, 
were under 10 years of age. The number of young offenders of 
all classes under 16 years of age committed to prison in 1885 was 
only 743 (males 596, females 147). . 

The Industrial Schools Act was extended to Ireland m 1868, 
and when I was appointed Inspector, in October, 1869, I found 
only 6 schools certified, with 77 inmates. There were, on 31st 
December, 1 885, 64 Industrial Schools with 6,655 inmates. 

Two additional schools have been certified during the present 
year (at Ballaghaderreen and Letterfrack), and the limits of nine 
others extended by 341 inmates. , 

As rewards the Letterfrack school, I may observe that the 
premises have been handed over to the authorities of the Artane 
Industrial School, and I anticipate the most favourable results 
from their management. The institution stands on 1,200 acres, 
and the whole premises have cost over £11,000. 

The Industrial Schools Act, 31 Vic, c. 25, of 1868 is still m 
force although there are many portions of it which I would be 
dad to see amended. There have, however, been some legislative 
chances : thus, the Act 43 & 44 Vic, c. 15, of 1880, specifies an 
additional class of children eligible for Industrial Schools ; and 
the Act 48 Vic, c. 19, of 1S85, enables Managers of Industrial 
Schools to borrow money from the Board of Works for building 
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or enlargement of an Industrial School, on the same terms as 
allowed to Managers of Reformatories by Act 44 & 45 Vic., c. 29. 

Some other changes have also been effected without legislation. 
Thus a special Probationary Industrial School has been certified 
at Kilmore, county Dublin, for the reception of young Roman 
Catholic boys under twelve years of age, convicted for the first 
time of an offence punishable by imprisonment. Roman Catholic 
girls of the same class are accepted at the Ballinasloe Industrial 
School. 

This prevents young children being sent to Reformatories 
which has hitherto been a great blot on the system, besides being 
an additional expense to the Treasury. 

As regards the scholastic instruction given to the children in 
Industrial Schools, in my evidence before the Roj’al Commission 
in 1883, I pointed out that the educational status of the children 
was most satisfactory, and so far as the schools in connexion with 
the National Board are concerned, my views were corroborated 
by the evidence of Sir P. Keenan, who went full} 7 into details on 
the subject. 

I now append recent statistics, setting forth the results of the 
examinations held by National Board Inspectors in the year 1885, 
in National schools attended by pupils of the 33 certified In- 
dustrial Schools, whose conductors allow the children to attend 
for instruction. 

It will be observed that the answering of the Industrial pupils 
in these schools continues to be of a highly satisfactory character. 
— See Appendix V., pages 120-1. 

But my great aim has been the instruction of the iffmates of both 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools in high class skilled industries, 
by which they may be able to earn a living in after life. It will 
be seen at page 530 of the Report of the Technical Commissioners 
that they refer, to the “ remarkable success of the Christian 
Brothers, and to that of the Sisters of religious orders, in 
training children and young persons for handicrafts, in Industrial 
Schools, and institutions of a like nature.” It was my earnest 
wish that some of these schools might eventually develop into 
technical training colleges for instruction in the higher branches 
of arts and handicrafts. 

I cannot close this report without referring to the invaluable 
assistance which I have received in every branch of my duties 
from the staff of my office — Mr. Luscombe and Mr. Devlin — and 
also from the managers of the schools and those associated with 
them in the practical working of the institutions.

Detailed Reports on Certified Reformatory Schools in 
Ireland during the year 1885. 

County of Antrim. 

Malone Reformatory School for Protestant Boys, Belfast. 

Inspected 8th July, 1885. 

Average number of inmates in 1885, 108. 

State of premises. — A sum of £264 12s. 10 d. was expended during 
the year in completing the new buildings, which are now very perfect in all 
their details, and I. am sure that the institution, under the care of Mr. 
Barclay, will now be a credit to Belfast, and take its place amongst the 
best managed schools in the country. I have suggested to the managers 
that a large swimming bath be provided, as has been done in a number 
of the other good schools. 

Conduct and discipline. — The manager reports that the general conduct 
of the lads during the year has been very gratifying to those in authority. 
Seven boys however absconded, but with one exception were all retaken. 

Health and general condition. — Dr. J. Walton Browne, the medical 
officer of the school, reports that the health of the boys has been unexcep- 
tionably good, no case of serious illness having occurred in the school 
during the year. One boy who was on licence with his friends, died of 
consumption. 

Educational state. — The usual branches of a primary English educa- 
tion are taught by competent instructors. The new school is now in 
full working order, with every necessary appliance. The Rev. T. J. 
Welland and Rev. A. J. Wilson report most favourably on the religious 
teaching in the institution. 

Industrial training. — Shoemaking, tailoring, carpentry, printing, 
gardening, and farming are well taught. The industrial profits during 
the year realized £405 19s. C d. 

Staff. — A new schoolmaster was appointed during the year, the other 
members of the staff are the same as in previous year. The Committee 
in their report express their continued confidence in Mr. and Mrs. 
Barclay, and the other officers of the establishment. William Shaw, 
Esq., the honorary secretary, continues to devote much time to the 
working of the school, and in looking after the welfare of the inmates. 

Total cost, £2,986 13s. 6d., including £264 12s. 10c?. for building ; 
average cost per head, £25 4s. 1 d. Industrial profits, £405 19s. Qd. 

Results. — Of 60 cases discharged during the three years 1882-83-84, 
40 are doing well, 10 were re-convicted, 8 have been lost sight of, and 
2 died. 

Many of the boys who have left the institution continue to correspond 
regularly with the governor, and the accounts they give is most cheer- 
ing. Some are in the Army and Navy, and others have already be- 
come foremen in their respective trades. 
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County of Cork. 

St. Patrick’s Reformatory School for Roman Catholic Boys, 
Upton, Co. Cork. 

Inspected 5th May, 1885. 

Average number of inmates in 1885, 163. 

State of premises.— A. sum of £505 Os. 8 d. was expended during the year 
on additional buildings and improvements. The manager states that this 
makes the total sum expended on buildings up to the present about 
£ 20 , 000 . 

Health and general condition .— The medical officer reports that no 
contagious disease appeared in the school during the year. Several cases 
of ordinary pulmonary affections occurred, but no death. The boys are 
well fed and comfortably clad, and their wants carefully looked after. 

Conduct and discipline . — The general conduct of the boys is reported 
to have been good, and no offence requiring severe punishment was 
committed during the year. One boy received from the U nion absconded 
twice, and has not yet been retaken. 

Educational state. — Reading, writing, arithmetic, dictation, &c., are 
taught, and the manager reports that at the midsummer examination 
the boys passed well. The brass band and choir are well taught and very 

efficient. , , 

Industrial training .— Same as last year. The manager states that 
a prize medal and three first class certificates, were awarded at the 
Dublin Artizans’ Exhibition, for work done by the boys of this school. 
The farm of 257 acres is well cultivated. 

Staff. — Rev. J . Hayde, of the Order of Charity, assisted by a chaplain 
and 20 officers, manages the institution. 

Results . — Of 167 boys discharged during 1 882-83-84-, 128 are re- 
ported to be doing well, 1 is doubtful, 22 have been re-convicted ot 
crime, 3 have died, 13 are unknown. 

Total cost in 1885, £4,595 7s. 1 Id., of which £505 10 a Sd. was for 
building, making cost per head £25 Is. lOrf. Industrial profit, 
£226 12s. 3d. 



County of Dublin. 

High Park Reformatory for Roman Catholic Girls, 
Drumcondra, Dublin. 

Inspected 24th May, &c., 1885. 

Average daily number of inmates in 1885, 5/. 

State of premises . — Ho change during the year. On my inspections 
I found the premises invariably clean, orderly, and well kept. 

Health and general condition.— Excellent, only one case requiring 
hospital treatment during the year. Ho death. 

Conduct and discipline . — The manager reports very favourably of the 
conduct of the girls during the year. They were, as a rule, docile, 
obedient, and industrious, and discipline was well maintained. 

Educational state. — Reading, writing, geography, and the other branches 
of a primary education are taught, three hours daily being devoted to 
scholastic instruction ; vocal music is also successfully taught, and the 
girls sing well in harmony together. 
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Industrial training. — Girls intended for servants are trained in every 
branch of household work, including washing and the making up of 
fine linen. Shirtmaking is very extensively carried on in this school, 
as also gloveniaking. All the bread used in the institution is baked by 
the girls, who are also taught to cook, and are employed in the large 
farm-yard of the institution. 

Staff. — Mrs. M. Pilkington, manager, assisted by seven sisters of the 
Order of Our Lady of Charity of Refuge. 

The total cost of the institution in 18S5, was £1,509 8s. 1 d., making 
the average cost of each inmate £26 9s. Id. for the year. Industrial 
profits, .£61 7s. 2>d. 

Residts. — Of 39 cases discharged during the years 1882-83-84, 37 
are seated to be doing well, 1 is of doubtful character, and 1 has 
since died. 

The manager states that she finds no difficulty in disposing of the 
girls on discharge, as eligible situations are always obtainable for them. 



Rehobotii Reformatory for Protestant Boys, 

South Circular-road, Dublin. 

Inspected 29th October, 1885. 

Average daily number of inmates in 1885, 26. 

State of premises. — I found the buildings clean, orderly, and in good 
repair when I visited. The crops raised on the land (six acres), by the 
spade labour of the boys are excellent, and prove very remunerative. 

Health and general condition. — Everything that could be desired. 
Not a single case of serious illness occurred during the year. No 
death. 

Conduct and discipline. — The manager reports that the general con- 
duct of the boys was very good, and that discipline was well maintained 
during the year. Two boys absconded, but were soon brought back 
and are now going on favourably. 

Educational state. — The usual branches of a primary education are 
taught under a well qualified teacher, trained under the National Board. 
Three hours daily are devoted to scholastic instruction: 

Industrial training. — Carpentry, wood-turning, shoemaking, and 
tailoring are taught. A small steam engine works the circular saws and 
lathes. Gardening and farm work is also well taught. 

Staff. — Rev. J. Ii. Monahan, lion, sec., devotes much time to the 
school. Mr. and Mrs. Hanna, the master and matron, continue to 
merit the approval of the Committee.

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acquitted themselves very well in reading, writing, arithmetic, and spelling, also in the 
map of Ireland.” 

Those who show taste and ability are instructed in music. Some sing 
very nicely.

They have charge of the fowl-house and piggery, 
and are employed on the farm and in the garden. 

The bakehouse of the school is attended to by the boys, and the bread 
is excellent. 

— Mrs. Devereux and three Sisters of Mercy manage the school, 
assisted by a matron, servant, and laundress. 

Total cost in 1885, .£1,646 13s. 10d., of which £489 13s. Id. was 
for buildings, making the cost per head £21 16s. Id. ; industrial profits,

— One child who was delicate on 
admission died during the year of consumption. Two children caught 
scarlatina from a visiter, but as they were immediately removed to 
hospital and the premises disinfected, the disease did not spread. There 
was no other case of serious illness during the year. 

Conduct and discipline. — Excellent ; the children are united like one 
large happy family. 

Educational state. — The usual subjects are taught to all, and those of 
superior ability are instructed in music and the higher branches of 
knowledge. The manager reports that the children have made steady 
progress during the year. It is proposed to introduce the kindergarten 
system in the youngest classes. 

Industrial training. — This department is particularly well attended 
to. In addition to the usual industries, the children are taught em- 
broidery in gold, silver, and silk, and some very handsome church vest- 
ments have been made during the year. The farm yard and dairy is 
most efficiently carried on, and practical lessons in cooking are given 
occasionally by a professed cook. All the bread used in the institution is 
baked by the girls.

This school owes its existence to the kindly sympathy of Lord 
Carnarvon with the poor on the west coast, of Ireland, and to the 
munificence of His Grace the Roman Catholic Archbirfiop of Tuann 
It was certified on 1st April, 1886, and I look forward to its taking its 
place amongst the best industrial schools m the country His Grace 
the Archbishop of Tuam has conveyed to the Christian Brotheis, who 
are to manage this school, the entire estate for a term of 999 years- 
The estate comprises about forty-five statute acres of prime land m 
the village of Letterfrack, on which the new mansion-house, exten- 
sive farm buildings, and about twelve or fourteen well constructed 
cottages, large schools, police barrack, and dispensary now stand. The 
outlay of capital on those buildings exceeds £8,000, and they are all 
modern, well constructed, and in good condition. There are about 300 
acres of land adjoining the above forty-five acres, upon which sheep and 
cattle can be grazed for at least ten months each year, and in addition there 
are quite 800 acres that can be used as a mountain farm for sheep and 
cattle from April until November of each year. 

His Grace Dr M'Evilly, handed over to the managers a sum of id.dou 
to provide further buildings, furniture, trades appliances, Ac. 



St. Francis Xavier’s Industrial School for Roman Catholic Girls, 
Ballaghaderreen. 

This school was certified 8th June, 1886. A sum of £6,000 has 
been expended on this institution, which contains well ventilated doi- 
mitories, fitted up with appliances of the newest description, including 
W mattresses. There is a large refectory and “-“^e 
appliances, in which scientific cookery will be taught. The lavatories, 
bath-rooms, work-rooms, Ac., are fitted up with all necessary appliances, 
and altogether, I think, the Institution promises well. There is an 
extensive laundry with all the most approved appointments. The Na- 
tional school adjoining, which is under the charge of the bisteis foi 
some years, is most efficiently conducted. 

The farm and gardens will afford healthy outdoor employment for 
the industrial school children, and butter® ailing on the most scientific 
principles will be taught.

Circular to Magistrates at Petty Sessions. 

Dublin Castle, 8th July, 1881. 

Gentlemen, — With the view of obviating the necessity of sending to 
gaol children of tender years, the Chief Secretary has now certified a 
Probationary Industrial School at Kilmore, Fairview, county Dublin, 
for fifty Poman Catholic boys, under twelve years of age, sentenced by 
magistrates under the 13th sec. of the Industrial Schools Act, 31 Vic., 
cap. 25. 

The Kilmore School will be open exclusively for the reception of young 
offenders of the Roman Catholic religion, under the above section (13th) 
of the Industrial Schools Act. Such young offenders will, so far as the 
limits will admit, be received from any county in Ireland, whose Grand 
J ury may have previously contracted with the Managers of the school 
for the reception of children on committal. 

The establishment of this Probationary Industrial School has become 
necessary, inasmuch as Managers of ordinary Industrial schools fre- 
quently object to receive into their establishments children committed 
under the above section, and consequently very many young boys 
who have never been previously convicted, and who would be eligible 
for an Industrial school, are now sent to gaol. To meet this difficulty 
it is very desirable that magistrates should avail themselves of the estab- 
lishment of the Kilmore Probationary Industrial School, and that as far as 
possible no Roman Catholic boy under twelve years of age, sentenced 
under the 13th sec. of the Act, should be sent to gaol and a reformatory.
